Out of ninety cases of young mar- 
riage which were followed up only 
sixteen were still living together. In 
another group of 240 marriages it was 
found, owing to various misrepresent- 
ations and other reasons, that 129 
licenses were illegally issued. . 

There is something wrong with the 
local marriage license bureaus as well 
as with the bureaus of the bordering 
state. In fourteen states, under cer- 
tain conditions, girls can marry at the 
age of 12 and boys at 14. Cases are 
reported in which boys and girls were 
unable to obtain working papers be- 
cause they hag not made their school 
grades. The parents overcame the dif- 
ficulty by arranging marriages, one 
between a boy of 17 and a girl of 15. 
With no definite age limit in New York 
state and the common law ages of 12 
and 14 accepted, the marriages are ar- 
ranged without legal. difficulty. The 
foundation shows cases of girls as 
young as 11 having been married, after 
statements were made they were 14 
or 16. ‘

evil of child marriage the Sage foun- 
dation proposes stricter supervision 
over li issuers, the abolishing of 
the fee system, the giving. of better 
affidavits, stronger proofs of age, that

French Women Hit Law 
Which Jails Orphans 


[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.) 

PARIS, April 20.—The women’s 
forum today launched an attack 
against a French law passed in 1921 
by the Millerand government provid- 
ing penitentiary. terms for minor chil- 
dren whose sole crime is being or- 

phans. Most orphans now in prison 
awaiting their majority are children of 
poilus killed in the war, whose mothers 
committed suicide or abandoned them, 
being unable to support them. The 
law provides that orphans may be 
farmed out to work but if they leave 
or are discharged they are subject to 
imprisonment until they are 21. 

The prison children are given tough 
beef twice weekly, and the rest of the 
time thin soup, and are kept iu stone 
cells in an ancient prison, which is not 
lighted, except’ for *lamps in the cor- 
ridors. 

Most of the youths and girls are 
anemic and consumptive from under- 
nourishment, and are virtually in soli- 
tary confinement.
